Good rom!* were first maintained In 
tit * east and especially In Pennsylvania 
by means of the toll roads, w hich were 
separated from Hie regular roads by 
mean* of tollgates, or Stations. 
To travel on these improved high­ 
ways a charge was made for all sorts 
of conveyance*. 
With the coming of 
the motorcar the fee for machines was 
made so high that hi a few* year* hun­ 
dreds of tulles of go<*d roads were built 
and mo hi (a hied in excellent condition. 
There are a few of these roads still 
in existence whore a toll is charged in 
the Maryland. Delaware and Pennsyl­ 
vania section. 
Most of these, how­ 
e'er, have I>ecti eliminated on account 
of the state highway appropriation, 
utxl it Is expected with tile new fed- 
•tai appropriation of IS5.0U0.000 these 
tollgates will Is* a relic of the past. 


Earth Roads Need Attention. 
Good earth road* can be constructed 
it a very low* cost. However, they re­ 
f i r e 
constant 
maintenance, 
which 
may lie expensive where the travel Is 
heavy, a well built nod properly main­ 
tained earth road will serve some sec­ 
tions n* well as the most ex|H*nsiv© 
type* of hard surfacer! roads will serve 
vt her section*. 
Where this fact Is re­ 
alized more attention will be paid ro 
earth roads, and the money si>ent on 
them will not be regarded a* lost.

I* neglect which makes earth roads 
bad aud requires $2 to Im* spent where 
$1 Invested earlier would have done 
the work.

as Pending Measure Becomes Law. 


Washington, May 5. 
Full strength 
of th© first war army organized under 
the soler five draft bill w ill be 18,538 
officers and 528.659 enlisted men, mak­ 
ing up els hteen war strength divisions, 
complete in 
every 
arm and supple­ 
mented by sixteen regiments of heavy 
field 
artillery, equipped 
with large 
caliber howitzers. 
Virtually every detail of plans for 
raising, training, equipping ami or­ 
ganizing this force bas been carefully 
worked out by the war department. 
Selection of the men will begin as 
soon as the draft measure become* 
law. 
Conferees of the senate 
and 
house hope to agree upon disputed 
features so as to benn the bill to the 
president for his signature early next 
week. 
Th* re will also be t wo separate c av­ 
alry division*, whi* Ii probably will be 
situated in the South west, near tile 
Mexican border. Officers of the* caval­ 
ry divisions wiil ho trained at all of 
the sixteen officers’ training camp;, 
which will op* u within a few week*. 
Aith 40,000 prospective officers under 
training. 
Each infantry division will consist 
of nin** 
full regiments 
of Infantry, 
tlir©** regiments of field artillery, one 
regiment of eavalrv, one regiment of 
engineers, one division hospital and

Tw o Cavalry Divisions Planned. 


The two cavalry division* combined 
will have

each will have also its divisional hos­ 
pital and camp Infirmaries.
